TOMPKINS IN COURT. 


ARGUMENT ON THE YARBROUGH 
: CASES. 


The Supreme Court Listening to the Habeas Corpus 
proceedings ip Favor of the Banks County 
Kuklux—Reply of the Solici or-General 
~Emory Speer in Washington. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Wasnixeton, January 24—Judge Tomp- 
kins continued and concluded his speech be- 
fore the supreme court to-day on the Banks 
county kuklux case, There wasa fall bench 
and twenty-five or thirty Georgians, tempor- 
arily resident in Washington, listened to the 

" grgument with an intense interest, seldom 
shown before that highand chilly tribunal. 
Judge Tompkins’s argument has already been 
outlined in these dispatches, but he put it in 
gvery cogent style. He wasinterrurted by 
justices Woods and Miller, who seem op- 
posed to his view of the case. Justice Field 
spoke to him once, but as if in his favor. 
Judge Tompkins impressed the court by his 
manly bearing and clear argument. Solici- 
tor General Phillips arose as if ssking the 
sourtdid it wish to hear bim, Tne chief 
justice quickly said ‘‘yes,”’ and he entered 
upon an argument of constitutional law weil 
set forth, but on shaky: precedents. Mr. 
Puillips did not descend to the dirty suggesti -n 
usual to such occasions, but confined 
himself to the record and jegal aspects of the 
case. When be concluded, the chief justice 
asked Judge Tompkins if he wished to be 
beard again. He promptly replied, *‘No,’’ as 
he had expressed the entire case in his former 
argument. Emory Speer wasin the court all 
the time, but was not concerned in the con- 
duct of the case, He feels great interest in 
it. and regards the conviction of the Yar- 
brough boys as one of the most sparkling 
events of his brilliant administration as dis- 
trict attorney.

Wasuinoron, January 24.—In the United 
States -upreme court to-day, counsel for Jas 

r Yarbrough and others, convicted kuklux 

om Georgia, conc!uded his argument on the 
petition for writs of habeas corpus and cer- 
tiorari, and was followed by Solicitor 
General Phillips, who filed a brief 
for the United States, and made 
an oral argument against the issuance of the 
writs asked furin the petition. He stated the 
question at issue to be b.iefly whether the 
laws of the United States authorized the cir- 
cuit court to take jurisdiction, which it had 
exercisen in those cases. There was no con- 
tention made that so far as mere words may 
cvnfer such jurisdiction, it had been conferred 
by the sta' utes. but the counsel for petétioners 
had vontended that the statutes which, in 
words, conferred this jurisdiction, were 
themselves unconstitutional. He ergued 
that they are constitutional as regarded per- 
sons qualified to vote for members of con- 
gress. The United States can protect freedom 
of thought and action in voting from viola- 
tion without disparaging the protection which 
the state muy be abie and willing to give. 
The mode aud manner of such protertion 
must necessarily be fixed by the United 
States. The constitution, in directing how 
and in what manner and by what electors 
members of the house of representatives 
shall be elected, warranted the sta‘ute con- 
ferring juris ticsion upon the circuit court, 
euch as has been exerctsert fn these catses.

WASHINGTON, January 24.—In the senate, 
Mr. Hale reported back favorably from the 
committee on naval affairs, the house joint 
resoiution for the relief of the Greely expe- 
dition, and asked that it.be put immediate- 
ly upon its passage.

AN AUSTRIAN WRETCH. 


WHO FOLLOWED THE PROFES- 
SION OF MURDERING WOMEN. 


How Schenk Lured Girls to Death for the Purpose 
of Possessing Himself of Their Money—New 
Cases Constantly Ceming to Light— 
Murders Plotted for the Future. 


Vienna, January 24.—Hugo Schenk has 
confessed that he had planned five murders 
for last week, expecting through them to 
obtain 30,000 florins, with which he had in- 
tended to escape to America. Among other 
murders which Schenk and his accomplice, 
Schlossarek, intended to commit was that of 
the chambermaid of the Baroness 
Malfatvi. Schenk had induced the woman 
to steal pearls valued at £2,000, which the 
emperor of Austria had presented to Dr. 
Malfatti for attending in his last illness the 
duke of Reichstadt, son of the Emperor 
Napoleon I, The maid had prepared every 
thing forthe reception of Schenk and his ac- 
complice on the night of the 9th inst.,when 
the former was arrested. In addition to his 


previous confession of having murdered four 
girls, and having planned five more murders 
for last week, Schenk confesses that he in- 
tended to murder all the family of the Baron 
ess Malfatti, together with the maid. The 
murderer is an American citizen. It is as- 
serted thatin 1865 he ran off to America, 
where be spent several years. Schenk has so 
far confessed only tu the murders of the 
servant girls, but he and his brother and 
Schlossarek have murdered at least twenty 
persons. He excuses himself by saying that 
he narcotized his victims and that they died 
without pain. Schenk behaves in a most 
cynical manner. He plays chess in his ceil 
and writes poetry of a sentimentul tone. 
There were frightful sdenes at the 
police oflice. The relations of the 
murdered girls came to identify the things 
found with Schenk. Many recognized Schenk 
as the man who had promised to marry their 
missing relatives. Schenk has a wife in Bo 
hemia. She expresses herself to an inter- 
viewer in most tender terms concerning him. 
She said: ‘If Schenk wants me I wit! go im- 
mediately to Vienna to afford him consola- 
tion. I have spent with him many happy 
hours that will never be forgotten.’ Frau 
Schenk is a governess in a weaithy family. 
THE sTORY OF HIS CRIMES. 

It is said that four families huve for many 
years lived solely upon the savings of mur- 
dered servant girls, and it is thought likely 
Schenk’s victims will be found to exceed 
half a dozen. He confessed to one crime 
which none suspected, and also to having 
murdered an auncand niece of the name of 
Timai. He did not show much courage while 
belug examined and fainted severa! times. 
Schlossarek, the locksmith, seems a more 
determined character; bus his wife, who was 
ignorant of his crimes, was difficult to deal 
with In ber despair she seemed 
ready to kill her baby for being a murderer’s 
child. Itis declared thata band of at least 
sixteen personsall lived in @ne house in 
the remoie suourd of Rudolphsheim, near 
Vienna, and planned these murders. Hugo 
Schenk was the member intrusted with the 
work of enticieg the girls away and murder 
ing them with Scilossarek’s aid. Tae first 
of the casesin which Schenk is suspected 
vac K to August, 1878, 
and the last is supposed 
to have occurred in Augu3t last. The 
earliest victim was Pheresa Ketter!, thiriy- 
seven years of age, from Munich, who was 
employ as cook inthe household of an 
official of the ministry of finance. The police 
were informed that she hed been seen at six 
p.m. on the 4th of August preceeding, in the 
company ofa man apparently about thirty- 
five years old, who ontbe day before had 
been going about with her, The stranger 
was waiting for the missing woman near 
a house. She came out and 
they walked about till nine p. m., when 
the woinan, who is represented by all as of 
highly respectable character, returoed toward 
her home. She had made the acquaintance 
of the man by meaus of a matriwounial ad- 
vertisement. On August4th she said she was 
going to make an excursion tothe mountains, 
but that she would return bafore her niaster 
did. On the day named she carried a lady's 
enameled watch with chain, several ringsand 
bracelets and asavings bank book for 1177 
florins. It was then ascertained that cn Au- 
gust Gth—that is, two days after her 
departure—the book was presented 
at the savings bank and the 
money taken out. The woman had taken 
with ber her dogina basket. On August 10 
this ‘‘basket’’ was foundina Carriage of the 
Vienna Paris express train. Tue basket was 
empty, but the dog’s straw-colpred hairs-in it 
were enough to identifyit. On the 20thof 
December the police receive! information 
that Katarina imal, from Boktemza, forty- 


seven years of age, and her niece, Josephine 


Timal, thirty-three years old, 4 ceambermaid 


out of service, living in asuburb of Viénua, 


had left with a certain Hugo Schenk, preten- 


ding to bea railway engineer, for Cracow, and 


had not been heard of since by their relatives, 
[bis information was lodged oy the three sis- 
ters of Josephine, the niece.

| THE RECORD OF CRIME. 


THE URDER OF A MISSOURI FAR- 
MER AND HIS WIFE. 
<otessatemnnmeneseneneensies 
Judge Stowe’s Sensations on the Trial of James 
Nutt—The ‘rial of Rewell for the Killing ef 
His Wife’s Seducer—The Pitting End of 
the Socorro, Colorado, Desperado. 


St. Louis, January 24.—Iaformation was 
received by the police this evening of a horri- 
ble double murder committed near the little 
town of Fenton, Jefferson county, twenty 
miles from this city, some time during last 
night. Louis Boedickerand his wife, Josephine, 
occupied two rooms in a log house on a rented 
farm at the placed named, and, although 
very poor, were wellliked and bad many 
friends. About 9 o'clock this morning a 
neighbor found them both dead in the house 
and the furniture and floor smeared 
with blood. Boedicker was in bed 
with his throat horribly cut and 
haggled with an ax. Mrs. Boedicker was 
stretched at full length on the floor, the back 
of ber head crushed with an ax and her neck 
broken, There were indications that the 
woman escaped from the house wher the at- 
tack was made, was pursued, struck dowa on 
the road a short distance away, and dragged 
back to the house by the hair of her head. 
There is no clue tothe murderers, but the 
theory is that some one unknowsm was receiv- 
ed as a lodger last night; that he committed 
the diabolical deed and then robbed the house 
and fled. A good white shirt, badly biood- 
stained, which did not belong to Boedicker, 
was found in the house. A bucket of bloody 
water, in which the murderer had washed his 
hands, was standing on the floor. The trank 
in the rear of the room was brokenopen with 
the bloody ax and the wardrobe in the same 
room had been forced open with bloody 
hands, The scene atthe house was most 
terrible, and the affair produced the greatest 
excitement and horror thoughout the neigh- 
borhood. Two mounted policemen of this 
city was sentto Fenton as soon as news of 
the horrible event was received here to assist 
the local authorities in the search for the 
murderer, but no additional advices have yet 
been received and probably will not be to- 
night. 


WHAT THE JUDGE SAID, 


Th reat Uawritten Law Which Rende red the Con 
viction of Young Natt Impessalbie. 

PitrpurG, Pa., January 24 —‘'are you not 
heartily glad the Nutt trial is all over, Judge 
Stowe?’ wasasked of the presiding judge in 
thecase. ‘I am indeed,’ he replied. “It 
has been a very severe strain upon me. What- 
ever my sentiments may have been, here [ 
am but the exponentof the law, and the law 
is not the creature of sentiment. That be- 
longs to ahigher authority than even the law 
—the great unwritten law. Thecase through- 
out has been eminentiy satisfactory to me, 
and its termination is gratefulty accepted. But 
as Istated, while on this bench I can know 
no sentiments other than those laid down for 
me in the law I serve, but when off this bench 

have the right to my feelings that oth- 
ers have, and should the verdict have been 
different and necessitated theincarceration of 
the prisoner, I would baye been among the 
first, after a proper lapse oi time, to place my 
name to a petition for his release. The wide- 
spread knowledge of the case, the great at- 
tention it bas created throughout the country 
and its effect upoa the future, as well as the 
authority it will establish, for thetime I shall 
remain in this world at least, all make it 
necessary that every detail concerning it 
should receive the strictest unbi.ssed atten- 


tion. My private sentiments are my own. 
My official acts belongto the public. But for 
my own private self 1 have no hesitancy in 
saying a proper retribution followed the acts 
of a villain. I could scarcely bave done less 
as a private individual myself.” : 

A number of persons complimented his 
honor upon the methodical, unprejudiced 
charge he gave the jury. ‘‘Yes,’’ hecontinued, 
“IT have had moreto contend agains:, than 
perhaps is appreciated. I had my duty todo 
without daring to refer to my feelings. Why, 
my little boy had read and knew all about 
this case, and recently, while they were 
speaking about it in the family and 
about its being tried before me, he said: ‘“‘if 
that man had shotdown my father in the 
wuy he killed Captain Nutt, [I would not 
bave shot him—lI'd have cut him up so that 
there would not have been a piece as big as 
an inch left of him.’ You see, judges some- 
times have much tocontend against,’’ anda 
happy expression beamed on the judge’s 
broad countenan¢e as he recalled his boy's 
expression of devotion to his honored father. 
[It was evident thatof all the happy people 
present none were happier than Judge 
Stowe.

A DREADFUL DISASTER. 


Fifty te Sixty Miners Probab'y Killed. by an 
Explesion: 

Denver, Cou., January 24.—An explosion 
occurred in the Crested Butte coal mine, at 
Crested Butte. Gunnison county, at seven 
o’clock this morning. From twenty-five to 
fifty miners are believed to have been killed. 
The explosion biockaded the entrance to the 
mine. The fuil extent of the disaster is at 
present unknown. The mine is owned and 
operated by the Colorado coal and iron com- 
pany ofthis city. They employ from egnty 
to ninety miners in the shaft. 

Denver, Col., January 24 —So far only the 
most meagre details have been received of the 
accident at Crested Butte mine, but the loss 
of jife is supposed to be terrible.

Of these eleven, who were 
jast entering, were thrown back by the force 
vf the explosion and rescued. Que of these 
has since died, and ail the others are 
badly injured.

STUDY OF’ THE CLASSICS. 

The attack made upon the study of the 
classics by Mr. Coarles Francis Adams some 
months ago precipitated a discussion which 
has been going on ever since with unabated 
vigor. It has pessed through what may be 
called the newspaper s‘age, and is now flour- 
ishing in the magazines and reviews, Pres- 
ently it will develop into books, and then the 
newspapers will take it up as new matter and 
dispose of it as briefly and as hurriedly es 
they did awhile ago. 

But, after all, who iste decide the ques- 
tion? Itis not acontroversy between igno- 
rance and culture, but a contest between cul- 
tured men themselyes—between professors 
and experts who are supposed to know, not 
only all about Latin and Greek, but all 
about the e ffects—the results—of 
such knowledge. Some of them 
declare that the time spent in gaining such a 
superficial knowledge of the classics as our 
colleges and universities are in the habit of 
imparting is worse than thrown away, for the 
reason that it might have been devoted to 
some other moreusefulstudy. Othersdeclare 
that the study of Latin and (Greek is one of 
the essentials of education, and that the time 
devoted therete is well and profitably spent. 

Now, who shall decide between the profes-

THE RAILROAD COMMISS ON. 
We print in another column a communi- 
cation signed ‘‘Justice,’’ that discusses some 
of the points brought out in the recently 
published correspondence between Major 
Wallace, of the state railroad commission, 
and President Raoul, of the Central railroad 
The question is fully discussed in this con- 
nection asto what is watered stock,debenture 
bonds and legimate stock of a railroad com- 
pany, and so are the allusions to these sub- 
jects by Maior Wallace. We have no knowl. 
edge as to what road Major Wallace alluded 
to in the correspondence; we presume he 
referred to no railroad in particular, but to 
all under the jurisdiction of the commission. 
‘‘Justice” clearly shows that the Central is en- 
titled legitimately to a certain increase of its 
stock; and we have no doubt that in sucha 
case the commission will considerthe new 
siock as entitled to ‘‘fair compensation.” 
The question as to what is ‘‘fair compensa- 
tion’’ isa broad one between the railroads 
and the commission, and one that can be dis- 
cussed in a newspaper only under difficulties, 
It is not always the rates of a railroad that 
causes the stock of railroads to fluctuate. 
Competing lines have more to do with fluctu- 
ations than the rates, If the rates allowed by 
the eommission cause a depression of stock, 
it would be the duty of the commission to so 
increase the rates that the legiti- 
mate stock would earn a fair 
compensation. If it is the result of 
competition, and another road is willing to 
haul goods at the rates prescribed and even to 
cut those rates, then it is not the fault of the 
commission. These are questions that de- 
mand the careful consideration of the com 
missioners, and of the oflicials of the roads in 
this state. 
The state legislature 
granta charier fora ra: 
preper company, and it ought not todoso, 
because any company with the necessary 
amount of money has as muchrright to build 
a railroad in our state as the company had 
that has already built one. This our legisla- 
ture has recognized in every instance; and if
